Leaders of the self-styled 
economy bloc believe they can cut 
from two to three billion from the 
Foreign Aid bill still to be consid­ 
ered. 
The appropriations 
committee 
helped the budget-cutting drive by 
slashing $4,240,638,500 
from

1 'a billion, and its members renew 
the fight today

when voting on the bill starts. 
As the measure now stands, it 
would appropriate $46,680,384,270 
for the Army, the Navy, the Air 
Force and related defense pro­ 
grams. 
It is the only major measure be­ 
tween the House and an Easter re­ 
cess starting Thursday and ending 
about April 21.
